Ryan started target shoot¬ 
ing after a swimming acci¬ 
dent in 2006 left him a 
quadriplegic. 

He has already equalled a 
European and world records 
in the sport. And in his first 
international competition, 
won gold, silver and bronze 
medals. 

Mayor of Sandwell Coun¬ 
cillor Keith Davies said: 
“Ryan is a wonderful ambas¬ 
sador for Sandwell. I speak 
on behalf of the whole 
borough in wishing him 
every success in the Games.” 

Patrols cut 
crime level 

POLICE patrols have led to 
a 17 per cent fall in crime in 
part of Sandwell this month, 
according to latest police 
figures. 

In West Bromwich, 
Wednesbury and Tipton 
there were 152 fewer victims 
of crime in August compared 
with last year. The number 
of robberies was down by 
45.6 per cent with 41 fewer 
victims, while burglaries 
were down 51.3 per cent, 
with 80 fewer victims. 

Insp Akeel Najib put the 
drop down to the patrols. He 
said: “When we get intelli¬ 
gence we can act on it 
straight away.” 


FEES INCREASE TO 
HIT LOCAL GROUPS

GROUPS and clubs in 
Sandwell face having to 
pay more to use school 
premises. 

Council chiefs have recom¬ 
mended an increase in the fees. 

Sandwell Council has told schools 
they can increase letting charges by 2.8 
per cent from September. 

Schools still have the powers to set 
their own rates, but council bosses 
have suggested that fees be increased 
in line with inflation. 

Under government rules schools 
must give priority to adult education, 
council-run youth activities, language 
teaching and music lessons. 

The schools keep income from any 
lettings and can allow groups to use 
their facilities during school hours if 
they are not in use. 

Defended 

Schools can charge groups to use 
gyms, classrooms, halls, musical 
instruments and football pitches. 

Under the council’s recommenda¬ 
tions, groups will have to pay £12.80 
each time they use facilities on a Satur¬ 
day, and £17.97 on a Sunday. 

That’s up from £12.45 and £17.48. 

They will also have to pay an accom¬ 
modation charge for each hour they use 
a facility. 

To use a gym they will have to pay 
£7.91 an hour compared to £7.69, and 
for a sports hall they will have to pay 
£16.45 an hour compared to £16. 

Sandwell education boss Bob 
Badham defended the increase in 
charges. 

He said: “The schools have to make 
letting out their facilities viable, and 
costs are increasing.” 


Security move at park 

AN Oldbury park could be locked 
overnight to clamp down on anti-social 
behaviour. 

Sandwell councillors are looking at 
ways of tightening up security at Barn- 
ford Park. It comes after residents 
expressed concerns about youths con¬ 
gregating there at night.

Concerns 
over care 
service for 
children 

SAFEGUARDING vulnera¬ 
ble children has been high¬ 
lighted as one of the highest 
risks facing Sandwell 
Council. 

Children’s social care has 
been given a risk rating of 
red - the highest - in the 
authority’s strategic risk 
register. 

A key area of concern is 
the sustainability of leader¬ 
ship, the register states. 

The risk register adds that 
another area of concern is 
the failure of the service to 
appoint and keep perma¬ 
nent staff at team manager 
level. 

The risk rating follows an 
announcement earlier this 
month that Sandwell 
Council would recruit its 
new children’s services boss 
from a private firm - which 
could be paid up to £900,000 
over three years. 

The council plans to 
plough money into the 
improvement of the service. 

The council needs to 
replace director Barbara Pe¬ 
acock. 

She has led a turnaround 
of the children’s services 
which was previously rated 
as inadequate, but she 
leaves in September for a 
new job in Kent. 

Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper defended the 
recruitment cost, saying the 
authority owed its children 
to put money into the serv¬ 
ices for them. 

waste plant 
on the cards 

AN empty Wednesbury 
building could be trans¬ 
formed into a waste plant 
creating a dozen new jobs, 
under new plans. 

Cradley Heath-based firm 
Intervate wants to take over 
the former Hughes & Sons 
building, in Portway Road 
and turn it into a waste food 
and wood processing centre. 
The 24-hour plant would 
create energy for the elec¬ 
tricity grid. 

Intervate also wants to 
create green waste holding 
bays and a site office at the 
building.

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£2m plan to provide homes for young 


A CHARITY is aiming to build a £2 
million housing scheme in Oldbury 
to provide affordable homes for 
young people at risk of homeless¬ 
ness. 

Reach The People Charity has 
applied to Sandwell Council to 
convert a former tyre depot in 
Newbury Lane into 17 apartments 
and also plans to build seven two- 
storey houses with parking. The 


three-storey apartment block would 
be used by people aged between 18 
and 25 who need short-term accom¬ 
modation. 

The apartments will be rented out 
by Trident Housing Association. 

The charity supports 96 young 
people in Sandwell, and it expects to 
house a number of them in the pro¬ 
posed complex. 

The tenants would be helped by 


the charity to obtain a more perma¬ 
nent home. 

In a report to council chiefs, the 
charity states: “Having a secure 
domestic base gives these people 
every chance of finding employment 
and a foot on the ladder to independ¬ 
ence.” 

The charity would also build a 
resource unit on the site as part of 
the scheme, which costs just under 


£2m. The scheme would receive 
partial funding from the Homes and 
Communities Agency. 

Spokesman Dominic Bradley and 
said: “The young people here will be 
fully supported by the charity. We 
aim to help them find a more long¬ 
term solution for housing. 

“If we are given planning 
approval, we hope to start work on 
the site in November or December.”

At the Q3 Academy in Great Barr, 
the overall pass rate of pupils 
gaining five or more A*-C grades, 
including English and maths, shot 
up 10 per cent to 76 per cent. 

Headteacher Caroline Badyal said 
it reflected the academy’s “tremen¬ 
dous teamwork”. 

At Wood Green Academy in 


Wednesbury, pupils notched up a 70 
per cent pass rate of five or more 
passes at A*-C including English 
and maths. 

It was a jump from 59 per cent last 
year. 

Headteacher James Topping said: 
“These results are really pleasing.” 

Pleasing 

Top performing pupils included 
Charlotte Pace, Emma Lyndon, 
Aalysia Bedwood, Anna Brotherton, 
Liam Bull, Rohit Patel, Bradley 
Cavell and Brendon Jones. 

At Perryfields High in Oldbury, 


pupils recorded a pass rate of five or 
more passes at A*-C of 65 per cent. 
Shannon Berridge and Jade Stewart 
both got eight A* and As. 

At Ormiston Forge Academy in 
Cradley Heath, they notched up a 
pass rate of pupils achieving five or 
more A*-C grades of 57 per cent - a 
nine per cent jump on last year. 

Cabinet member for children and 
families Councillor Bob Badham 
said: “These are really pleasing and, 
in some cases, excellent results.” 

At Sandwell Academy 75 per cent 
of students gained five or more A* - 
C. 


Karl tells 
of pride 
at torch 
challenge 

TIPTON hero Karl Hinett 
has spoken of his pride after 
scaling England’s highest 
peak to create the flame to 
light the Paralympic Torch. 

The former soldier, who 
was badly burnt when the 
tank he was in was bombed 
in Iraq, set off last week to 
climb Scafell Pike along with 
four scouts. 

Meanwhile, three sepa¬ 
rate teams set off to climb 
the UK’s other highest 
peaks: Slieve Donard in 
Northern Ireland, Snowdon 
in Wales and Ben Nevis in 
Scotland. 

“It was absolutely 
amazing - the whole notion 
behind it,’’said Mr Hinett, 
aged 25, of Hall Lane. 

“The climb was quite 
demanding because the 
weather wasn’t on our side - 
it was very windy and rainy - 
but it did not dampen our 
spirits. 

“It’s the first time there 
has been a paralympic relay 
like this. So to be involved 
was a huge honour.” 

At the summit the groups 
ignited the flame. 

Mr Hinett was asked to 
take part in the 3,000 ft 
climb, which took about 
three hours, after one of his 
team-mates had to drop out 
of a recent challenge to climb 
Everest. 

Decision is 
deferred on 
'cube' plan 

MEMBERS of Sandwell 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee have put off a decision on 
a controversial £5 million 
self-storage facility near the 
M6 so that they can see the 
site for themselves. 

Storagebase wants to 
create a seven-storey red, 
white and grey building, 
which has been likened to a 
Rubik’s Cube, on the Opus 
Blueprint site, off junction 
nine at Wednesbury. 

The application recom¬ 
mended for approval but 
members decided it was nec¬ 
essary for them to visit the 
site first. The application 
will be considered again on 
September 19. 

The move was welcomed 
by Wednesbury North repre¬ 
sentative Councillor Peter 
Hughes, who has been 
backing residents who fear 
the building would be an 
eyesore.

400 sign 
crossing 
petition 

A PETITION with more 
than 400 names calling for 
better crossing facilities at a 
busy junction near two 
schools in Halesowen has 
been handed in to council 
chiefs. 

Residents say pedestrians 
have to dash across the junc¬ 
tion of Furnace Hill and 
Haden Hill Road before 
traffic lights change. 

It is used by hundreds of 
pupils at Halesowen College 
and Earls High, and cam¬ 
paigners are worried there 
could be a serious accident. 

The petition was collected 
by grandmother-of-two 
Carol Poolton, and she and 
ward councillor Bob James 
handed it in to Dudley 
Council. 

They want the traffic light 
crossings to be controlled by 
pedestrians and sensors to 
allow them more time. At 
the moment they have to 
find an opportunity to cross 
while the lights are red. 


Councils spy to catch fraudsters and fly-tippers 


SURVEILLANCE powers were used by 
councils in the region to catch out fraud¬ 
sters and fly-tippers almost 600 times over 
the past four years, new figures have 
revealed. 

Local authorities set up spying operations 
to catch dodgy dealers and people who fail to 
clean up after their dogs. 

Figures released under the Freedom of 
Information Act reveal the use by councils 
of the Regulatory Investigatory Powers Act 
(RIPA), which was set up under anti-terror¬ 
ism measures. 

But some campaigners have fears over 
the use of the law. 


Big Brother Watch has called for a clamp- 
down on its use, saying that the powers can 
be open to abuse. 

Walsall Council was the biggest user of 
the act in the Black Country and the fifth 
largest user in the whole country. 

Bosses there carried out 202 operations 
under RIPA since 2008. 

They mainly used the power to trap 
people cheating with their housing benefit 
claims. But they also watched for people fly- 
tipping, anti-social behaviour and for 
trading standards operations. 

But the figure also included nine cases of 
“staff working privately while absent on 


sick leave, and insurance claims from 
injured parties”. 

Sandwell Council used the Act 179 times, 
all for trading standards, environmental 
health and allegations of supply of drugs fol¬ 
lowing public concerns. 

Alcohol 

Wolverhampton City Council carried out 
168 operations under the Act, including 
rogue traders, benefit fraudsters, noise nui¬ 
sances and shadow car dealers. 

It had one instance of watching a “dog 
fouling hotspot”. 


Dudley Council only invoked the Act 18 
times, 14 of them in 2008/9. Most were to 
catch people selling alcohol to children. 

Cannock Chase used the Act 14 times for 
fly-tipping, dumping and a case of dog 
fouling. 

In Stafford it was used nine times and 
South Staffordshire Council used the act 
four times against fly-tippers. 

Lichfield District Council carried out 
three operations to watch fly-tipping in 
2008/9, and Wyre Forest District Council 
has twice watched suspected benefit fraud¬ 
sters. 


Park is hive of activity as 
30,000 bees go to work 


HUNDREDS of thousands of bees are pro¬ 
ducing honey at a new apiary and attracting 
new visitors to Sandwell Valley Country Park. 

And the project at is thought to be one of the first of its kind 
in the region. 

Bosses have taken possession of 14 bee hives, each occu¬ 
pied by about 30,000 bees, after teaming up with Wednes- 
bury-based bee keeper Mark Cooksey. 


Help for 
dementia 
sufferers 

A COMMUNITY group in 
Sandwell has received a 
grant worth thousands of 
pounds to help 150 residents 
suffering with dementia. 

The £7,920 donated by the 
Birmingham & Black 
Country Community Foun¬ 
dation will be used to help 
train up to 80 volunteers to 
work with affected people 
during the next 12 months. 

Better Understanding of 
Dementia for Sandwell was 
set up in 2008 to provide 
support to people suffering 
from dementia. 

It has received the 
funding via Comic Relief, 
one of funds administered by 
the Birmingham & Black 
Country Community Foun¬ 
dation, which receives its 
income from local benefac¬ 
tors, businesses and govern¬ 
ment agencies. 

Dementia is thought to 
affect about 800,000 people, 
with the cost to society is 
estimated at £23 billion. In 
the next decade, the number 
with the condition is 
expected to top a million. 

Dementia is seen as one of 
the biggest NHS challenges. 


They have also planted 
exotic plants to encourage 
the insects. 

The honey will be har¬ 
vested soon and it is hoped it 
will be ready to sell by mid- 
September. 

One of the hives is behind 
glass so visitors to the 
country park, off Salter’s 
Lane in West Bromwich, can 
see the bees at work. 

“Bees are vital for helping 
to pollinate the plants,” said 
Sandwell Valley senior 
countryside officer Malcolm 
Freeman. 

“We have had bee hives in 
the past but this is the first 
time we have done this on an 
organised footing.” 

Declining 

The park had about eight 
hives last year and sold 
almost 550 jars of honey. 

Sandwell Council leader 
Jan Britton, a member of 
the Bees for Development 
Trust, has previously said 
he would be keen to see wild 
flower meadows created in 
Sandwell to attract bees. 

Meadows consisting of 
flowers, such as poppies and 
cornflowers, have already 
been set up in inner city 
sites in Birmingham to 
boost pollinating insects 
whose numbers are declin¬ 
ing. 

About eight meadows 
have been created in Birm¬ 
ingham, and were recently 
featured on a BBC TV series 
Bees, Butterflies and 
Bloom.

Shop by Sandwell Homes. 

The scheme, Breaking 
Bread, will include a not 
for profit bakery and 
coffee shop. 

Inquest told of

Matthews, aged 33, of Lyn- 
mouth Close, Aldridge, 
was discovered on August 
19. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain opened and 
adjourned the inquest 
which will be resumed at a 
later date.

Store owner used stolen tree t cards 


A SHOP owner used stolen credit 
cards to buy £13,000 worth of ciga¬ 
rettes, alcohol and energy drinks 
from cash and carry stores in the 
region, a court heard. 

Fowsul Sulleman, who bought 
items from stores in Kingswinford 
and West Bromwich, was given a 
suspended prison term. 

The goods were purchased using 
stolen Virgin credit cards and Sulle¬ 


man, who owns the Venkat off- 
licence in Stourbridge Road, Dudley, 
was caught when trying to pay for 
items using a card belonging to a 
woman. 

Prosecutor Rhiannon Jones told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court that 
Sulleman used a stolen card to buy 
£4,828 worth of cigarettes from the 
Booker cash and carry in Kingswin¬ 
ford on October 28 last year. 


Staff became suspicious and 
called police when he tried to use a 
different card to buy another £3,500 
worth of goods, Miss Jones said. 

Officers discovered that Sulleman 
had used a stolen card to buy £8,299 
worth of goods from the Hyperama 
wholesale shop in West Bromwich. 

The court heard that 39-year-old 
Sulleman, of Wembley, London, had 
a previous conviction for credit card 


fraud. Justin Jarmola, defending, 
said the Sri Lankan national had 
pleaded guilty at the first opportu¬ 
nity and wanted to reimburse 
Virgin. 

Sulleman was given six months 
suspended for two years, ordered to 
do 120 hours of unpaid work, and to 
make compensation payments of 
£300 per month.

If he asks to opt out of Sunday 
working, he is quite likely to be penalised through 
the clause in his contract which says he must be 
prepared to work for any branch within a 25-mile 
radius. The penalty for turning down a six-hour 
Sunday shift could be a nine-hour weekday shift 
miles from his home and up to three hours’ trav¬ 
elling per day. So he “volunteers” to work on 
Sundays. I am sure not all stores treat their 
employees like this but if you still cling to the 
belief that Sunday shopping is wonderfully liber¬ 
ating, it’s a story worth bearing in mind.

due soon 

CONTRACTORS are to 
make a start on nearly 
£20,000 worth of improve¬ 
ments to a Black Country 
brook next month.

However, during the hearing, traffic 
commissioner for the West Midlands, 
Nick Jones, said he was impressed with 
the changes the company had already 
put in place, crediting the quick turn¬ 
around to work by Mr Copson, aged 48, 
and Mr Wherton, aged 23. 

Mr Jones said: “It is clear from the 
paperwork they have sent me that there 
have been improvements.” 

Jonathan Salmon, who represented 
the company at the hearing, say the 
drivers faced more stringent checks on 
their vehicles, and one member of staff 
had been dismissed for continued fail¬ 
ings. 

Mr Jones said he was pleased with how 
the company had responded and wished 
them well with their expansion plans. 

“I am pleased that there has clearly 
been tangible improvements put in place 
by a young transport manager who has 
chosen to work in the industry,” Mr 
Jones added.

landlords 
to pay for 
homes they 
heep empty 


LANDLORDS who leave homes empty in 
Sandwell are to be stripped of council tax 
exemptions. 

The idea behind the move is to encourage landlords to 
bring empty properties back into use. 

And it comes as Sandwell Council is faced with losing 


£3.3m because of a Govern¬ 
ment shake-up of the council 
tax system. 

The Government is scrap¬ 
ping the council tax benefit 
scheme from next April and 
replacing it with local 
council tax support schemes 
designed and run by coun¬ 
cils. 

Savings 

Government funding to 
support the new local 
schemes will be reduced by 
10 per cent, which repre¬ 
sents a £3.2m cut for 
Sandwell. 

Of this, £2.8m will need to 
be met by the council, which 
is already being forced to 
find savings of £75m by 2015 
following budget cuts, while 
the remaining shortfall of 
£400,000 will be met by the 
fire and police authorities. 

The authority is now 
looking at clawing back

some money by taking away 
entitlements given to people 
with empty homes. 

Borough finance boss 
Councillor Steve Eling said: 
“The number of empty prop¬ 
erties in Sandwell, particu¬ 
larly in the private sector, is 
ridiculous. 

“We are seeing well over 
4,000 houses empty at a time 
when people are shouting 
out about housing short¬ 
ages.” 

He said that for landlords 
to get a discount on council 
tax when their properties 
were empty was a disgrace.

As well as the expansion, which fea¬ 
tures an air conditioned production 
area and inspection area, the firm has 
brought in two new wire eroders as well 
as a laser welder to help with the 
project. 

The search for the new positions will 
begin once the deal has been finalised. 

Mr Powell added: “We could have 
handled the contract with the factory as 


it was before but we wanted to dedicate 
a special space to it because it’s going to 
be a major part of our work from now 
on. 

“The mood the among workers is 
very positive at the moment.” 

News of the contract and completion 
of the expansion is the latest boost for 
the firm, which recorded a turnover of 
£3 million last year and employs 31 
people. 

Last month it received an aerospace 
industry award for quality and delivery.

Young mayor vuho brought 
Queen Victoria to the region 


IT will be 150 years ago this 
November since Wolverhampton 
Council elected as mayor a young 
solicitor, aged just 32. 

And 100 years ago his biography, 
by one of his daughters, was pub¬ 
lished, recording the life of our most 
successful politician, locally and 
nationally, and the father of two 
daughters who had become well- 
known writers. 

Henry Harley Fowler, bom in 1830 
at Bishops Wearmouth, Sunderland, 
into a Methodist Minister’s family, 
adopted Wolverhampton as his home 
town. He was related to the family of 
successful ironmaster George Ben¬ 
jamin Thorneycroft, the town’s first 
mayor. 

One of the Thorneycroft daugh¬ 
ters, Ellen, became the love of his 
life, and they were married at St 
Mark’s Church, Chapel Ash, in 
October 1857. For 10 years they lived 
in a semi-detached villa in Summer- 
field Road, the pair of villas had been 
built by George Thorneycroft for use 
by his daughters on their marriages. 
Henry’s first rung on the political

ladder was to be elected a Liberal 
councillor in 1858 and his powers of 
oratory soon became known. He per¬ 
suaded his fellow members to agree 
to a proper drainage system and sew¬ 
erage works for the town, then 
improvements to the water supply. 

Invite 

He gave his support to the Wolver¬ 
hampton Grammar School and the 
Royal Orphanage. He was elected 
mayor because of his fellow 
members’ regard for his common- 
sense, good judgement and intelli¬ 
gence. 

In 1866 when the new statue of 
Prince Albert was to be placed on 
High Green, Henry encouraged the 
council to invite Queen Victoria to 
unveil it - she had accepted no public 
engagements since her beloved 
Albert had died. 

But the widows of Wolverhampton 
had sent messages of sympathy to 
her, and she had been moved to say 
that if she appeared in public again 
she would come to Wolverhampton. 


She accepted, the visit was arranged, 
and High Green was renamed Queen 
Square 

The family moved from Summer- 
field Road to Wergs Road, Tettenhall 
in 1867. The house they had built, 
Woodthorne, is no longer there 
having been demolished by the Min¬ 
istry of Agriculture and Fisheries for 
a new laboratory 

Henry led the council committee 
to have a new Town Hall built that 
would fit the status of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, and this we still have, completed 
in 1871 in a French Renaissance 
style. It now houses the magistrates 
courts. 

He instigated the construction of 
West Park, opened a year after he 
had been elected MP in 1880. In Par¬ 
liament he went on to greater things, 
being a cabinet minister, knighted by 
Queen Victoria and made Lord 
Wolverhampton by Edward VII. 

His daughters, Ellen and Edith 
became writers of novels, poems and 
hymns and Edith was to write the 
biography of their father.

rable incident which re¬ 
sulted in one of her front teeth being broken in two.

Church celebrates £97,000 
grant for restoration work 


A CHURCH in the Black Country 
has been awarded a £97,000 
grant for restoration work. 

English Heritage is providing the money for 
Cradley Heath Baptist Church. 

Church leaders now need to raise the 
remaining £60,000 for the revamp. Around 
£20,000 has already been spent on initial 
development and assessment work at the 
180-year-old church, and project managers 


have appointed specialist architects for the 
project. Church bosses applied for the grant 
last year, and received £15,000 to start the 
work from English Heritage. The rest has 
now been confirmed. 

The major structural work includes 
repair to dry rot in the roof timbers and a 
project to restore ornate terracotta features. 
Heritage bosses said the grade II-listed 
Edwardian church was selected because of 
its outstanding historical significance. 


The church’s project leader Gordon 
Roberts said: “This is a very long process, 
and it has taken almost two years to get to 
this point. But now we are almost ready to 
start the main work.” 

He added there would now be a major 
fundraising effort to raise the rest of the 
money. 

On September 8 the church, in Corng- 
reaves Road, will host an open day with the 
Historic Churches Trust to raise funds. The 


church will be opened at 10am, and tea and 
coffee will be served from 10.30. 

There will be hymns on request from the 
choir, and a host of stalls and activities from 
all the family. Soup and a roll will be served 
from midday to 1.30pm. 

At 2.30pm there will be a ticketed event 
where visitors will be entertained by a four 
piece band, and a cream tea will be served. 

Tickets are £5 each and can be purchased 
from the church or on 07790 452501.

Sale to end row over 


A HINDU temple which extended its 
boundary on to public land in Oldbury 
without permission is going to get the 
chance to buy the space, bringing to an 
end a long-running saga. 

Bosses of the Shri Venkateswara 
(Balaji) Temple, the largest Hindu 
temple in Europe, extended their 
boundary in 2006. But it emerged the 
new perimeter fence at the site had 
been erected on Sandwell Council land. 

Since then the dispute has been 
going back and forth between the 
council and temple bosses. 

Now a resolution is in sight, with the 


authority deciding to offer to sell the 
31ft strip to the temple, in Dudley 
Road East. Temple treasurer and 
trustee Dr Kandiah Rajah said he 
knew nothing of the plan but added: “If 
it did happen we would consider it. 

“We admit the contractor did not 
read the plan properly and put the 
fence in the wrong place.” 

The council’s delay in dealing with 
the encroachment has angered some 
residents who believe the authority 
should have taken a firmer line. 

Grandfather-of-five Arnold Farring¬ 
ton, of Theodore Close, said: “The com- 


boundary 

munity is very upset. This smacks to 
me of unfairness. If I had put up a fence 
on public land I would have been told 
to take it down straight away. It defi¬ 
nitely wouldn’t have taken five years.” 

The amount the land will be sold for 
is still open to negotiation but it is 
expected to be several thousand 
pounds. Cabinet member for jobs and 
economy Councillor Derek Rowley 
said: “It is the council’s intention to 
dispose of the land as part of a broader 
settlement with the temple trustees 
which will see the finalisation of some 
outstanding title issues. 


Fed-up victim of 
vandalism catches 
yob attack on film 

A FATHER-OF-TWO from 
Wednesbury who has been 
repeatedly targeted by 
vandals turned detective to 
capture the suspects in action 
on his own CCTV. 

Mark Fox says his car and van were 
vandalised four times in the past six 
months. The window fitter was so fed 
up, he installed CCTV at his home in 
Red House Avenue, and has now cap¬ 
tured on film vandals attacking his car. 

Mr Fox said when the first incident 
happened in March he thought 
someone had crashed into his car. 

The 42-year-old said: “The door 
panel on the car had been broken 
through and there were scratches all 
down the side. I reported it to my insur¬ 
ance.” 

Concrete 

After the second incident four weeks 
later, he realised that vandals had 
attacked his yellow Seat Leon. 

He said: “The second time they put a 
brick through the side windows.” 

He called the police, but officers 
failed to come to the scene. After the 
third attack, when a concrete block was 
thrown through the windscreen, he 
installed the CCTV 

And when the vandals struck on 
Wednesday, Mr Fox caught the whole 
attack on film. 

He said: “You can see a hooded man 
throw a drainpipe at the van. It is a bit 
grainy but I am sure experts at the 
police will be able to identify him.” 

He said: “I have lost around £3,000 in 
lost work time, and it is very stressful 
for my family. It needs to stop, and I 
cannot understand why we are being 
targeted.” 

Police spokesman Billy Corrigan 
said: “We are aware of the three inci¬ 
dents and are investigating.” This attack on Mark Fox’s vehicles was captured on a CCTV camera

Explore area's hidden heritage 


SANDWELL Museums are giving visi¬ 
tors a unique chance to explore build¬ 
ings not usually open to the public next 
month as part of National Heritage 
Open Days.

£ 116 m going to region’s roads 


ALMOST 200 improvement schemes 
will be carried out on some of the 
busiest roads in the West Midlands 
over the next 12 months. 

A £116 million budget has been set 
aside for improvements on motorways 
and main A roads around the region in 
this financial year. A total of 188 road¬ 
work projects have been planned. 

These include just under 40 on the 
M6, 25 on the M5 and several on the 


A5, up until next April. Some have 
already been completed with scores 
more earmarked over the next seven 
months. 

The schemes mainly include resur¬ 
facing and also upgrading safety signs 
and cable renewals. 

The investment is separate to the 
managed motorways scheme being 
carried out on the M6 between junc¬ 
tions five and seven. Among the proj¬ 


ects is resurfacing work along the A449 
from Brewood to the A5 at Gailey, cable 
renewal along the M6 from junction 10 
for Walsall to 10A for Essington and 
repairs to the Oldbury viaduct on the 
M5. 

Work to open up the next section of 
the hard shoulder to traffic between 
Great Barr and Birmingham is under 
way and should be finished in autumn

library and research area. 

The centre is being part funded 
by the European Regional Devel¬ 
opment Fund, as part of its 
funding for the redevelopment of 
the Castle Hill area of Dudley. 

Artist’s impressions showing 
how the base will look when it is 
completed are on display at the 


site. The council says it is commit¬ 
ted to preserving and protecting 
the borough’s historic collections 
which date back to the 12th 
century. 

Dudley’s cabinet member for 
housing, libraries and adult learn¬ 
ing, Councillor Khurshid Ahmed 
said: “The viewing platform gives 
a brilliant view of the site.” 

The viewing platform is open 
from 9am until 5pm, Monday to 
Friday.

Hoping to keep the 
feel good factor going 


W e’re a sturdy old nation if 
nothing else. For those of 
us who sat through the 
nail-biting Olympic Games - from 
the opening ceremony through the 
emotional wins and near-wins of 
Team GB, to that surprise-laden 
closing ceremony, we have certainly 
done ourselves proud. 

The eyes of the world have been 
on us since we celebrated the 
Queen’s Jubilee back in June, and 
we haven’t once crumbled - but the 
pressure is far from off, as the next 
stint of the Games is officially 
declared open in London 2012 
Paralympic Games Opening 
Ceremony. 

Due to the success of the 
Olympics, ticket sales for the 
Paralympics have soared and, at 
the time of writing, the surge had 
meant it was on track be the first to 
sell out in the event’s 52-year 
history. London 2012-fever is as rife 
as ever, something that former 
Paralympic swimmer Rachael 
Latham is intensely proud of. 

She said: “When we won the bid, 
and everybody was saying how the 


Paralympics will be so much bigger, 
I always wondered how they were 
going to make sure it was on par 
with the Olympics. And the best 
thing is that I don’t think they’ve 
needed to do that much [to promote 
it] - people simply want it to be [a 
big hit]. Everyone is excited for the 
Paralympics, which I don’t think 
we’ve ever had before. It definitely 
wasn’t like that when I was racing in 
Beijing. I think it’s going to be a new 
era for the Paralympics.” 

Rachael is the current European 
record holder for 200m butterfly, 
world record holder for 50m 
butterfly and 200m backstroke 
British record holder. She took part 
in two finals in the Beijing 
Paralympics, but an injury meant 
she had to retire from competitive 
swimming in 2009, and couldn’t be 
involved in London 2012 - at least 
not in the way she had previously 
known. However, she is on 
presenting duties and will be 
covering all the action down on the 
front line for Channel 4 - and that’s 
the next best thing, according to 
Rachael. 


She explains: “There was no way I 
wasn’t going to get involved in 
London 2012. When I couldn’t 
go with swimming, I just had to 
find a new way to be able to get 
there. 

“Obviously I’m an athlete at heart 
and I always will be but I couldn’t 
have asked for anything more than 
to be part of the media. Channel 4 
is going to do a great job and I’m 
so excited.” 

But let’s not get ahead of ourselves 
- as the opening ceremony gets 
underway, Channel 4 stalwarts Jon 
Snow and Krishnan Guru-Murthy 
present from what promises to be a 
phenomenal start to the occasion; 
especially given that the 
Paralympics originated in the UK in 
1948. 

We can expect a spectacle 
that challenges perceptions of 
human possibility, including a fly 
past by Aerobility, a British charity 
that trains disabled people to 
become pilots, a parade of all the 
competing nations, and, of course, 
the official entrance of the 
Paralympic Flame.

Bumpers 
on Ford’s 
doors are 
a delight 


I THINK it was Ford that first thought of ‘sur¬ 
prise and delight’ to describe unexpected 
features on its cars, the sort of thing to 
produce a double take and a ‘wow’ in the 
showroom. 

Well, the Focus that’s just put 1,900 miles under its hand¬ 
some alloys on holiday duty in France needed its doors 
opening to uncover a feature to de-stress visits to a crowded 


supermarket car park. 

For, as you open the doors 
(front or rear) a slither of 
soft black plastic emerges as 
if by magic and clamps itself 
gently over the vulnerable 
opened edge that’s just 
about to clout the car parked 
alongside. 

Honestly, it’s better than 
watching the telly (type in 
Ford Door Edge Protector to 
see it on YouTube) and the 
best £50 you could spend on 
your new Focus. Surprise 
and delight! 

But that’s not the reason 
for this road test. Driven 
first some months ago, it 
made an impressive debut, 
featuring an amazing engine 
that does more with less 
than you’d ever expect. 

Computer 

It’s tiny one-litre, three- 
cylinder petrol unit ought 
not produce enough puff to 
excite a lawnmower, but 
defies expectations so com¬ 
prehensively that people 
taking test drives are being 
won over in droves when 
they sample its 123bhp 
output. 

What bothered me a bit 
after the shortish initial test 
drive was the 38mpg shown 
on the car’s easily read trip 
computer. 

The official average is 
better than 56mpg; no cars 
reach the mythic figure pro¬ 
duced in the lab, but worse 
than 40mpg seemed a 
letdown. 

Cue the loan of a £19,195 
Focus for a flight to France 
and a decent mileage to see 
what this engineering 
marvel could manage in a 
longer term relationship. 

We cruised the almost 
deserted autoroutes 

together with the speedo 
nailed to the 83mph legal 
maximum for hours on end. 
We enjoyed some spirited 
drives through lovely coun¬ 
tryside and sweltered in 
jams as Paris set off for its 
annual summer holiday. 

The result was exactly 



40.0mpg. Neither a triumph 
nor a disaster but I’m sure a 
little restraint would have 
helped a bit - but not enough 
to approach the figure Ford 
is forced to quote by Euro 
legislation. 

Take heart though that 
there’s no road tax to pay in 
year one and a mere £30 
annually thereafter, the car 
costs £850 less than an 
equivalent diesel in the 
Focus range and the fuel 
itself is a bit less expensive 
than the smelly stuff too. 

If you enjoy driving 
there’s a more compelling 
reason to pick the Focus 
with the pint-sized power- 
plant; it’s a joy to drive. Less 
weight over the front wheels 
(another bonus of building a 
tiny engine) makes it eager 
as a puppy scenting lunch to 
change direction when a 
corner appears. 

So good is the Focus at 
producing smiles for its 
driver that you wonder why 
rivals don’t try harder to 
copy the recipe. 

The car looks good too in 
Zetec S guise, with added 
body styling bits giving it a 
sporting stance, helped by 
lowered suspension and, on 
the test car, £400 worth of 
larger alloy wheels. 

French roads suited the 
firmer set up perfectly. Back 
in Britain our rougher sur¬ 
faces brought out the added 
firmness, but not in an 
annoying way. 

Inside, spending another 
£800 brings heated front 
seats with red leather 
inserts, power functions for 
the driver’s seat and electric 
rear windows. 

But it’s the £50 for those 
door edge protectors that 
made my day.

Following half-time words from

ALL’S WELL that ends well. And 
Albion’s fans ended their night 
out in Somerset singing in the 
rain. 

But the Baggies’ sopping wet supporters 
feared their hopes of a Capital One Cup run 
would be washed away before two late goals 
from a second-string line-up eventually saw 
off the challenge of high-flying Yeovil at 
Huish Park, writes Steve Madeley. 

An Albion side featuring 10 changes from 
the weekend draw at Tottenham were 
pushed all the way by an in-form Glovers 
outfit inspired by two-goal Hawthorns old- 
boy Reuben Reid. 

But a Shane Long brace, a Chris Brunt 
rocket and a crucial - but fortunate - Craig 
Dawson strike eventually took Steve 
Clarke’s men into round three and pro¬ 
longed his unbeaten start to life at the helm. 

It was a night where the patience and ded¬ 
ication of the 1,242 travelling fans were 
tested to the limit, and when the character 
and resilience of Clarke’s squad eventually 
shone through to mask memories of their 
sluggish first half. 

Misery 

A three-hour drive and a constant down¬ 
pour left the majority of Baggies supporters 
soaked as they watched from an uncovered 
terrace while their team toiled against the 
League One leaders. 

And for long spells of a breathless match 
it appeared they would be made to endure 
another 30 minutes of misery, even after a 
stunning 35-yard effort from Brunt had set 
in motion a belated Baggies fightback from 
Reid’s 15th-minute opener. 

Ultimately an instinctive touch from 
Dawson and a crisp volley from Long for his 
second goal after Reid’s headed equaliser 
gave the scoreline a facade of superiority for 
Clarke and his men. Yet the drenched devo¬ 
tees who shuffled away from Huish Park to 
wring out their clothes and begin the long

drive home knew it had been too close for 
comfort, even if the spirit of the Baggies 
stand-ins had to be admired. 

It was the Glovers who looked more dan¬ 
gerous early and James Hayter was denied 
by a post with the Boaz Myhill struggling. 

So it was no surprise when the hosts took 
the lead on 15 minutes. Zoltan Gera con¬ 
ceded a free-kick on the left and Ed Upson’s 
set-piece was glanced home by Reid, rising 
highest in a crowded box. 

It was a pulsating, end-to-end affair and 
Albion went close with Dawson seeing a 
header cleared off the line by Luke Ayling. 

And they were denied by the woodwork 
when Brunt’s right-footed shot took a 
deflection and looped onto Marek Stech’s 
left-hand post. James Hayter headed just 
over for Yeovil but the Baggies’ extra quality 


reared its head as they turned the game 
around with two goals in the final five 
minutes of the first half. 

The first was Brunt’s thunderbolt, the 
Baggies skipper letting fly from 35 yards 
with a left-footed effort that whistled into 
the top corner. And the second, on the stroke 
of half-time, was a predator’s strike as Long 
pounced on a fumble by Stech from a Brunt 
corner to make it 2-1. 

But it was all square again just three 
minutes after half-time as Golzalo Jar a 
Reyes failed to stop Sam Foley on the left 
and the full-back’s cross was nodded in by 
Reid at the far post. 

Reid was only denied a third goal 
moments later by a smart Myhill save after 
he had jinked his way past Craig Dawson. 

Markus Rosenberg, making a decent fist 


of his full Baggies debut, had a shot blocked 
by Richard Hinds after Yassine El Ghanassy 
had been denied by Stech. 

But Dawson made it 3-2 to Albion with 17 
minutes remaining to ease the nerves when 
he deflected a shot by El Ghanassy past 
Stech. 

And Long completed the scoring on 81 
minutes, blasting a right-footed shot from 
the edge of the area into the top corner to 
end any doubt amid the continued deluge.
